and specific charges that the dynamite 
conspiracy 
was conducted 
with full 
knowledge of members of the execu­ 
tive board of tho International Asso­ 
ciation of Bridge and Structural Iron 
W orkers, including President Frank M. 
R yan ; that the whole conspiracy, ex­ 
tending over years, was recorded on 
paper, and that Ortie E. McManigal. 
the confessed dynamiter, was shifted 
shuttlelike over the country on m is­ 
sions of destruction, were made public 
by District Attorney Charles W . Miller. 
Mr. M iller announced the contents 
of an indictment, known as that cov­ 
ering “ unconsummated acts” of the 
conspiracy, and it is to be the basis 
on which the government intends to 
conduct its prosecution. 
The indictment charges Ryan, H er­ 
bert S. Hockin of Detroit, Michael J. 
Young of Boston, John T. Butler of 
Buffalo and Frank C. Webb of New 
York, with conducting the conspiracy 
through the mal!, and names all of the 
fifty-four defendants as abettors. 
It declares that a regular system cf 
pointing out nonunion steel and iron 
const ruction jobs was carried on and 
that the executive members not only 
contributed money to buy explosives, 
but assisted in the* work which Mc­ 
Manigal was to do. 


Dam aging Letters and Telegrame. 


The basis of all the charges lies 
chiefly in 40,000 letters and telegrams 
taken from the iron workers’ interna­ 
tional 
headquarters. 
These 
letters 
purport to be between Ryan, Hockin, 
W ebb and various other officials and 
business agents. 
The principal allegations in the in ­ 
dictment, which is one of thirty-two, 
are: 
That from San Francisco in January,. 
1908, Ryan wrote to J. J. McNam ara 
in 
Indianapolis that he had looked 
over a job in Clinton, la., and de­ 
scribed a new bridge there that was 
laJer blown up. 
That Edward Clark, at Cincinnati, 
in February, 1908, wrote to M cNam ara 
saying ‘‘It would be a foolish thing 
for me to buy any explosives here 
where I am well knowrn. 
I have sized 
up the whole job here and know that 
it can be done. 
If this sounds good 
to you let me hear right away.” 
That Webb wrote to McNam ara from 
New York telling about jobs that were 
to be blown up in Boston in 1909 and 
of his having talked to Michael J. 
Young about these jobs, saying: "M ike 
w'ants to see your friend (meaning .Mc­ 
M anigal) that was in the East once 
before. 
Can you get him to come here 
to do a job for m e? 
Mike will furnish 
finances.” 
That M cNam ara wrote to Webb in 
answer that the Boston and New York 
Jobs were being considered.

General Leonard Wood, chief of staff, 
leads a contingent which believes con­ 
trol should be delegated to those of­ 
ficers actually in touch with the fight­ 
ing strength. 
Others, among whom 
General Ainsworth was a leading fig­ 
ure. had contended that supervision 
should vest in the heads of powerful 
bureaus. 
The 
suspension 
of General 
Ains­ 
worth. the first that ever has occurred 
in the office of the adjutant general, 
caused a profound sensation in arm y 
and 
congressional 
circles. 
It 
was 
made the subject of a heated exchange 
on the floor of the house, where the 
arm y appropriation bill was being de­ 
bated. 
The friction between the adjutant 
general’s office and that of the chief of 
staff culminate*! when General A ins­ 
worth. in reply to Secretary Stimson's 
request for some statistical inform a­ 
tion, made such answer that the sec­ 
retary felt constrained to receive it as 
a reflection upon his own integrity and 
upon that of other high officers of the 
department. 


Unduly Caustic in Criticism. 


Secretary Stimson s letter of suspen­ 
sion, which was delivered to General 
Ainsworth, took up incidents as far 
back as October, 1909, in which the 
secretary held the adjutant general 
had been unduly caustic in dealing 
with his superiors and in criticising 
them. 
Beginning with last December 
the secretary refers to his order to 
the adjutant general to submit to the 
chief of staff of the arm y his opinion 
on a proposal to abolish the present 
muster 
roll and to 
modify 
certain 
other rolls. 
"In reply to this order,” says the 
secretary, “ you submitted to the chief 
I of staff 
on 
Feb. 9 
a memorandum 
■ dated Feb. 3, 
In this paper you im ­ 
pugn the fairness and intelligence of 
the secretary of war, under whose an 
, thority the proposition in question was 
j submitted to you. 
You also criticise 
and impugn the m ilitary capacity and 
experience, the intelligence and falr- 
’ mindedness, and, finally, question the 
honor and good faith of the officers of 
the general staff and the war college. 
whose plan you were directed to dis­ 
cuss.” 
The secretary quotes the adjutant 
as having asserted the statement was 
submitted “ with the confident expec­ 
tation that when other, if not wiser 
couns* is, shall prevail," the statement 
would "receive the consideration that 
may not be given it now.” 


Hard Slam at Superiors. 


General Ainsworth is charged with 
having declared that the proponents 
of the plan displayed a “ lamentable 
lack of knowledge.” adding that "if 
they had had, or had profited by, even 
a little service as company command­ 
ers” they would have known better. 
The secretary declares: 
“ In considering 
whether these of­ 
fe n se s against propriety on your par* 
are merely exceptional cases of rude­ 
ness arui iii temper I find that they 
have become habitual on your part 
and have occurred under other admin­ 
istrations of the war department and 
concerning other officers than those 
of the general staff.' 
In summing up his letter of suspen­ 
sion S* * i • '. i v S.tinison does not minee 
words. 
It** says that, feeling that he 
himself had been attacked, he had not

action, but had laid the entire m atter
